FIRST DAY 

Wednesday Morning, September ii, 191a 

Conference Opens. — The 57th session of the Detroit Annual 
conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church met in the First 
Church, Alpena, Michigan, at 8 :30 A. M., Bishop Luther B. 
Wilson, D. D., LL. D., presiding. 

Sacrament. — Bishop Wilson announced Hymn 153, “O Love 
Divine, What Hast Thou Done?” He read the second chapter of 
Philippians and the Conference joined in singing Hymn 272. The 
Bishop, assisted by the District Superintendents, the pastor of the 
-local church and Seth Reed, senior superannuate in attendance 
at the Conference, administered the sacrament. 

Introductory Words. — Bishop Wilson spoke briefly concern- 
ing the accident which had befallen Bishop Berry, and his own 
unexpected call to the Presidency of the Conference. He asked 
C. B. Allen to lead the Conference in prayer for Bishop Berry. 

Message of Sympathy to Bishop Berry. — I. E. Springer 
moved that the Secretary send a message of sympathy to Bishop 
Berry, and the following words were wired: “Your old Confer- 

ence with one loving heart flashes its sympathetic greeting.” 

Welcome to Bishop Wilson.— Seth Reed moved that the De- 
troit Conference record itself as highly favored in having Bishop 
Luther B. Wilson to preside over its deliberations.

Addis Albro was born in Schoharie County, New York, Feb- 
ruary 18th, 1855, aud received his early scholastic training at 
Fort Edward (N. Y.) Institute. In 1880 he graduated from Law- 
rence University as B. A., and from the Albany Law School in 
1880, teaching for several years while pursuing his legal studies. 
Shortly after he entered the ministry and became a member of the 
Central Illinois Conference, and was pastor two or three years at 
Moline. In 1801 he was transferred to the Northern New York 
Conference, aud was pastor of First Church, Utica, which he 
served for two years. Later and for some time he was held sec- 
retary for the State Sabbath Association. 

In 1807 he was transferred to the Michigan Conference and 
appointed to Greenville, after which he served three years at Mt 
Pleasant, aud then became chaplain of the military academy at 
Orchard Lake, near Pontiac. In 1005 he was transferred to the 
Detroit Conference, aud stationed at Belleville. The next year he 
was assistant pastor of the Mary Palmer Memorial Church, De- 
troit. During this year he went to New Mexico, where he filled a 
small government position and performed very helpful work as 
missionary aud preacher of the gospel, gathering a congregation 
and building u church at Columbus. Our record of his miuisterial 
labors and successes is iuc-omplete, as the earlier and larger part 
of his ministry was spent in other states.

He 
did not remain faithful in his first experience, hut was graciously 
reclaimed in meetings held the following year in Pontiac, where 
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he was attending school. He was hai)tized by Rev. J. ^[. Arnold 
and joined the church under the pastoral care of Rev. D. J. 
Jacokes. In 1858 Brother Hicks united with the Methodist 
Protestant church and shortly afterwards was received into its 
ministry, being sent as pastor to Middlebury Circuit, in Shia- 
wassee County. Later appointments were; Marathon, Adrian, 
Alniont. Lapeer, Flint, Livingston and Berlin. In 1868 he joined 
the Detroit Conference at Ann Arbor. Succeeding appointments 
were ; Goodrich, Chesaning, Hartland. Grand Blanc, Corunna, 
West Haven, Bennington, Mayville, Midland, South Saginaw, Ox- 
ford. Clarkston and Wfi.vne. In 1890 'Brother Hicks was trans- 
ferred to the Puget Sound Conference, and spent two years in con- 
nection with The Pacific Christian Advocate. Returning to the 
Detroit Conference in 1892, he served the following charges; 
Munith (four years), Whitmore Lake (two years), Dexter (three 
years), Pinckney (three years), Grass Lake (two years), Dixboro 
(one .^’ear), Lambertville (one .year), Carlton (two years), Marion 
(two years). 

Few men could get closer to people as a friend ; few could be 
more radiant and companionable; few could attract and win out- 
siders to the church and to Christ more successfully, than could 
this friend of sinners and servant of God. He excelled in Chris- 
tian cheerfulness, but never failed to manifest becoming serious- 
ness in dealing with holy things. Four years ago he preached a 
semi-centennial sermon during Conference at Calumet, w’hich made 
a marked impression upon other preachers and raised him still 
higher in the estimation of his brethren as a profound thinker 
and effective preacher of the gospel. His characteristic testimony 
was ; “I am a sinner saved by grace.

The funeral services w^ere held in the church in 
Pinckney, Rev. E. E. Caster preaching the sermon and several 
brethren assisting in the services ; after w’hich our brother’s mor- 
tal remains were tenderly laid to rest in the Pinckney cemetery.

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REV. FRANCIS E. PEARCE 

Francis E. Pearce was born at Ossian, Indiana, March 18th, 
1S47. In his native town he spent his boyhood years, passing 
through the common schools and mastering the English branches. 
He was reared in a Christian home, his father being a local 
preacher in our church, and two of his brothers responded to the 
call to the Christian ministry. One of those is Dr. L. H. Pearce, 
editor of the Northern Christian Advocate; and the other, the late 
Dr. W. H. Pearce, formerly of the Michigan Conference, and later 
a prominent member of the Detroit Conference. Early in life 
Francis E. was converted to God, and in 1809 joined the North 
Indiana Conference. Two years later he was transferred to the 
Detroit Conference, and has since served the following charges; 
Delhi INlills, Leoni, Stony Creek, Whitmore Lake, Highland, 
Unionville, Tuscola, Pinckney, New Boston, Tipton, Clayton, Dex- 
ter, Stony Creek (second term), Munith, Dixboro, Azalia, Denton 
and Parshallville. In all his work Brother Pearce was known as 
a faithful and successful pastor and preacher. He never adopted 
spectacular methods, but was ever a devoted, diligent, though 
quiet builder in Zion, whose consecration and energetic devotion 
to the cause resulted in achievements which stand as multiplied 
monuments to the glory of God all through his fields of service. 

When twenty-five years of age, and while on his first charge 
in this state, he met and married Miss Eiiza Glenn, who for 36 
succeeding years proved a most faithful and w’orth.v helpmeet. 
Mrs. Pearce died on their last charge, Parshallville, in November, 
1908. Three sons brought joy to this home, each of whom sur- 
vive, and succeed in their respective callings — Rev. H. G. Pearce, 
as pastor of our church at Morenci ; Prof. Webster H. Pearce, as 
Professor of Mathematics in the State Normal Colle.ge, and H. H. 
Pearce, as a lawyer in Portland, Ore. 

Brother Pearce’s health failed several years ago, making it 
necessary for him to take the superannuated relationship in 1908.

Alva B. Wood was born in the year 1840. In early life he 
developed a strong desire for learning, and in 1860 graduated from 
the University of Michigan, later taking the degree of Master of 
Science. lie responded to the call of the Christian ministry, and 
joined the Detroit Conference in 1870. In the year of his gradua- 
tion he married Miss Ervilla Hollister, of Oxford, Mich., who 
shared with him the trials and triumphs of a successful though 
rather seriously interrupted ministerial life. His earlier charges 
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were Troy, rtidjreway and Petersbiir};. While at Ridgeway his 
throat hecaiiie affected to such an extent as to ne(*essitate a year's 
rest from preaching. He spent the year in study at Evanston. 
Itetnrning to the ])astorate, he preached successively on the fol- 
lowing charges; Clarkston, Memphis, Marine City (second term). 
Ridgeway, Grass I.ake, Manchester, Dexter, Hadley, Davisburg 
and Highland. 

Brother Wood’s scholastic training, with a natural thirst for 
knowledge, held him to scientific research through all his life. 
The quest of knowledge was a passion with him. For the last 
se\'enteen years he has lived in Ann Arbor and became a very 
familiar figure upon the University campus and in the T^niversity 
halls. He was alert to the opportunities afforded by the presence 
of educators and distinguished lecturers in his city, attending 
le(*tures until strength failed. The respect and honor in which he 
held the moral and s])iritual life saved him from the losses sus- 
tained by some in the adoration of the intellect. He took care to 
direct the cravings of his soul to Christ, in whom he ever rejoiced 
as a perfect Friend and divine Saviour.

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CHARLES OTTO VAN SICKLE 

Tlie subject of this sketch was born in Lexington, Sept. 29, 
187G, and died in Pickford, Mich., May 3, 1912. 

His parents, Martin and Jane Van Sickle, were from Canada, 
and settled on a farm near Lexington, afterwards moving to Peck, 
where Brother Van Sickle grew to young manhood. He was con- 
verted in the winter of 190G, at the parsonage and under the min- 
istry of Brother Fred Bean, who was supplying the work at Peck. 
His wife was converted the day after in a prayer meeting held at 
the home of his father in Peck. He was married to Miss Nellie 
M. Weston, daughter of Charles W. Weston and Anna Weston, at 
:srelvin, Mich., October 2G, 1904. One child was born to them, 
Eva, now a child of seven years. 

Immediately after his conversion he began the work of an 
evangelist, and was given local preacher’s license, and frequently 
supplied the work in the absence of Brother Cassmore, who was 
in ill health. Brother Van Sickle felt the call of the work of the 
ministry, and being in business, disposed of his interests and made 
such preparation as was possible for his work. His educational 
advantages were quite limited, being confined to that of the dis- 
trict school. Rev. W. B. Collins having heard of his successful 
work induced him to take work under his direction, supplying the 
Pickford Circuit for a year. His work though arduous was very 
successful, and resulted in splendid revivals at Rockview and 
Stalwart appointments. At the last session of the Detroit Annual 
Conference he was received by the Conference on trial, and ap- 
pointed to Pickford Circuit, where he labored until called to his 
reward. 

Brother Van Sickle preached a full gospel, the “power of God 
unto salvation.” He knew its saving and sanctifying power in his 
own experience, and preached it to others. There was a positive 
note in his preaching, neither apology nor doubt had any place in 
his ministrations. Brother Van Sickle knew men. He knew how 
to approach and to reach men. 

, He had no fear of death. He wanted to live as do others. 
From the human side death was a calamity to a consecrated 
young man. devoted to his work and who loved his family. Not 
a murmur against the divine w’ill escaped his lips. He prayed 
that grace might be given him, to be resigned to whatever was the 
will of God. Repeatedly did his pastor pray with him, and when 
beyond the strength of articulate speech, there was a fervent re- 
sponse, and the nodding head indicated his knowledge of the pre- 
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ciousness of Christ. Death gained no triumph over him. To live 
was to labor for Christ, to preach salvation to dying men, while to 
die was gain. New fields of glorious activity would be open to 
him, better equipment for service ; but fellowship with Christ robbed 
death of its sting. Funeral services were held at the Pickford 
church on Monday, the pastor of Pickford conducting the service, 
assisted by Rev. Mr. Mapplebeck, of Donaldson, and Rev. Mr. 
Waite, of the Presbyterian Church of Pickford. It was Brother 
Van Sickle’s desire to be buried among the people whom he 

loved, and the weary body sleeps in the cemetery at the Bethel

JULIA A. HOLMES 

Julia A. Hemstreet was born in Indian Town, 111., August 29, 

1840. The family moved to Canada in 1847, where later Julia A. 
became a teacher in tlie public schools, continuing her useful t 

service for seven years. In 1865 the family moved to Michigan, 
and ill 1867 the subject of this memoir was married to Rev. A. J. 

Holmes. She had joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in early 
childhood, and was by choice and training in perfect sympathy 
with every good and helpful cause, taking special interest in the 
aims and work of the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union. For 
her husband she proved a most efficient helpmate in his itinerant 
labors and by her gentleness and unvarying devotion to the inter- 
e.st of the churches he served she won the love and high esteem 
of the people. She passed from earth away at her son’s residence 
in Detroit on May 28, 1912, and on Memorial day. May 30, just 
two years from the day on which her dear husband had preceded 
her to the home above, her earthly remains were laid at rest by 
the side of his in the Memphis cemetery. The burial vyas pre- 
ceded by most interesting religious services held at New’ Haven, 

Brother Holmes’ last pastoral charge, and were largely attended 
by the people there, who had known her only to lo^’e her.

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Sarah Ami Will, wife of Kev. Benjamin C. Moore, was born m 
Toronto, Canada, May 9, 1848, and died at her home near Roches- 
ter, Mich., April 11, 1912.

Her married life 
was spent in the itineracy, first in Canada and then in Michigan.

Also one year at National Mine after his superannuation in 
1905. Upon retirement he settled on a small farm near Rochester, 
from whence her faithful spirit went to God.

Mary Williams was born July 2b, 1844, at Cardiff, Wales, 
and was united in marriage to our beloved Dr. John Sweet in 
January, 1855, in her native town.

CONNECTIONAL INTERESTS. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is essestially connectional 
in its spirit and polity, and as such is one of the most powerful 
agencies for spreading the gospel known to man. 

To better accomplish its great work, the General Conference 
has created certain organizations which are the visible expres- 
sion of its purpose. 

The Board of Foreign Missions and the Board of Home 
Missions and' Church Extensions have had a splendid history and 
]>henoinenal suce<*ss. Their very success, howe^^er, is their em- 
harassment. We regret that last year, though the aggregate 
amount of the Foreign Mission collections was larger than any. 
previous year, yet the regular collection decreased $78,000, and 
this year in the spring conferences, there is a falling off of 
$42,474,00 and unless the fall conferences show a marked in- 
crease, there will he another cut in 101.S, The Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension Society has about held its own. 

Brethren, we must not retrench. We therefore recommend 
that our churches adopt the every member canvass, and so far 
as is feasible, the duplex envelope system, and we respectfully 
urge that the offerings be presented through the regular chan- 
nels unless the full apportionment has been reached. 

The Freedman Aid Society with its 22 schools, 500 teachers 
and 0,020 students is doing a magnificent work among the colored 
people of the south. More than any other influence. Christian 
education will solve the race problem for this country. It is 
gratifying to note the distinctively evangelistic character of 
its work. Over 326 conversions occurred last year. Next year 
will mark the fiftieth anniversary of the emancipation proc- 
lamation, We therefore suggest that in harmony with General 
Conference recommendations, our churches celebrate that glorious 
fact by special religious and patriotic services on the Sunday 
nearest Ahraham Lincoln’s birtinlay. 

We rejoice that Methodism is awakening to the fact of tlui 
imf)ortance of the child and youth. Five-sixths of all our con- 
versions occur among young people under eighteen years of age, 
and fully 80 per cent of our accessions to the church come from 
the Sunday School.

We therefore highly commend the Board of Sunday Schools 
which is doing a great work in bringing the importance of the 
Sunday School to the attention of the church. We note that 10 
per cent of tlie Sunday School missionary collection is to be set 
apart for the work of their organization. 

We will not forget the magnificent contributions to the king- 
dom of God and the advancement of Methodism in our own 
Conference by the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, which last 
year gave in cash and supplies .$4,6.50.(X) to the needy ministers. 
Truly we ministers are debtors to these women and in season or 
out of season should recommend the work of this society. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, which in 1870, the 
year of its organization with 480 members, gave less than one 
dollar per member, has increased its membership to 3,489 and 
gave last year, about four dollars per member. “These two con- 
nectional missionary societies are marvels of efficiency in manage- 
ment and fruitfulness in return.” 

The Board' of Conference Claimants organized four years 
ago has brought life and inspiration into the movement which 
seeks to assure the minister that the church will care for him 
in his days of retirement. In the language of the Episcopal 
address, “No more vigorous campaign has ever, been, waged in 
any interest of the church than that carried forward during the 
last thi*ee years in behalf of the funds of Conference Claimants.” 
Including the Book Concern dividends, almost a million dollars 
were given for the year 1011, and a total of two and a half 
millions distributed in the three working years since the Board 
was organized, besides $1,300,285 permanently invested. We have 
reached 00 per cent of all claims. Now for full payment. 

We hereby pledge our hearty co-operation in the work of 
this and every connectional Interest of our beloved church.

DEACONESS BOARD OF NINE 

The deaconess work under the oversight of this Board is un- 
der the patronage of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, 
through the agency of the Detroit Deaconess Home and the mis- 
sions and settlements conducted by it. 

The Deaconess Home, located at .50 Selden Avenue, is the 
center of the work and the home of all the deaconesses, except 
those employed at the Tillman Avenue settlement who live in 
the settlement building at 267 Tillman Avenue. During this past 
year the property occupied for the Home on Elizabeth Street 
West has been sold for $24,000 and a modern up-to-date house 
with a lot 60 x 175 feet has been purchased at .50 Selden Avenue 
for $12,000. a much more desirable location of easy access from 
Woodward Avenue. There is sufficient room on this lot for other 
buildings such as the future of our deaconess work may demand. 

The Tillman Avenue settlement is located in the midst of a 
people who greatly need a work of this kind. Two of our most 
efficient deaconesses devote all their time and energy to this field. 
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The Fort Street mission is located at 717 Fort Street West and 
here, as in the otlier settlement, two deaconesses, with the co-opera- 
tion of the City Union of Epworth Leagues, find abundant use 
for all their resources. A movement is on foot to incorporate 
this mission in order to make its work more efficient. 

Until March the first one of our deaconesses did most ex- 
cellent service in connection with the “Travelers’ Aid” at the 
railroad stations and steamboat docks. This deaconess was called 
out of the city on account of illness. 

The parish work bj’ the deaconesses, under appointment to the 
churches, both in the city and in the country, has during the 
past year been most successful. However, more than double the 
number of deaconesses now engaged could be used to great ad- 
vantage by our churches in the Conference. We must have more 
money for this work if we are to furnish the necessary workers 
for these white harvest fields. Detroit’s phenomenal growth 
should mean the doubling .of our capacity. In the death of 
Mr. J. L. Hudson our deaconess work has lost a most valuable 
friend and loyal supporter. We earnestly pray that God will 
raise up another philanthropist who will carry on his great work. 

Our deaconess work during the past year has fully sustained 
its high reputation for devotion and efficiency, and in some re- 
spects has been the best in the history of the home. 

The finances of the home are in good condition. During 
the past year all bills for current expenses have been met in full 
and there is no indebtedness. We now have $0,000.00 in an en- 
dowment fund. Our property on Tillman Avenue is worth about 
$10,000 and the home on Selden Avenue not less than $12,000; 
this would make our total net assets, $31,000.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MORAL REFORM 

We hereby pledge the loyal support of the Detroit Conference 
to the utterance of the General Conference of 1912, touching the 
matter of social reform. 

TEMPERANCE AND PROHIBITION 

We graefully acknowledge the blessing of God upon our tem- 
perance endeavors and rejoice over the increasing co-operation and 
unity of effort among temperance workers. 

1. Personal ZAhfttinence . — We declare our conviction that total 
abstinence from intoxicating beverages and narcotics is the plain 
duty of all our people. 

2. The License Policy.— The liquor traffic “cannot be legalized 
without sin.” We condemn the license policy. It is vicious in 
principle, and in practice a protection to the iniquitous traffic. 

;i. Prohibition . — We stand for the speediest possible complete 
overthrow of the beverage liquor traffic, and we recommend that 
our people participate in every wise movement for local prohibi- 
tion as a step toward state and national prohibition. 

4. Attitude of the Federal Government . — .We memorialize 
Gongress to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors in the District 
of Columbia, in Alaska, in our island possessions, and in all terri- 
tory under the control of the Federal government ; and we urge 
that it discontinue issuing internal revenue liquor tax receipts to 
any who cannot show state authority to engage in such traffic. 

We highly c’ommend the action of Congress in refusing to re- 
store the sale of intoxicating liquors at army posts and for con- 
tinuing the prohibition of such sale at government soldiers’ homes; 
and we deprecate as entirely inexcusable the action of some army 
officers in disregarding the provisions of the anti-canteen law. 

5. Temperance Instruction and the Pledge . — We urge upon 
iiastors, Sunday School superintendents, teachers and all leaders 
and teachers of our young people the importance of urging the most 
vigorous and constant prosecution of pledge-signing work through 
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our Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues, Junior Leagues and other 
3 'oung people's societies. 

We rejoice that scientific temperance instruction in the public 
schools is not only growing in public favor, but is being given in a 
more interesting and practical manner. 

6. The Church Temperance kiociety. — We congratulate the 
Church Temperance Society upon its record during the last quad- 
rennium, and pledge it our loyal support. We believe that its own 
peculiar sphere should be the creation of temperance sentiment 
among Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues and Junior Leagues, and 
our people generally; leaving the securing of legislation and the 
enforcement of laws, where possible, to other temperance move- 
ments better adapted for the rendition of effective service of that 
character. 

7. The Woman's Christian Temperance Lnion. — The Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union has been for years the devoted anti 
efiicient champion of both total abstinence and prohibition. We 
commend it to the confidence and co-operation of our people witli 
affectionate appreciation. 

8. The Anti-Saloon League. — We recognize the fact that the 
churches throughout the United States are already winning vic- 
tories in this field through the Anti-Saloon League movement and 
are contributing large sums of money for its maintenance. There- 
fore we endorse the Anti-Saloon League of America as a safe and 
effective agency and we call upon our churches and pastors to 
continue increasingly their co-operation in carrying forward its 
work. 

9. Political Action. — We maintain that the time has come 
when the responsibility rests upon every Christian voter not only 
to oppose the saloon as a matter of abstract principle, but to cast 
his ballot in the manner which will* be the most effective against 
the saloon. We believe that no candidate for any office has a right 
to expect, nor ought to receive, the support of Christian citizens 
so long as he stands committed to the liquor interests or refuses to 
put himself in accord with a crystallized public sentiment for the 
overthrow of the liquor traffic. 

THE CHURCH AND SOCIAL PROBLEMS 

The Methodist Episcopal Church stands for equal rights and 
complete justice for all men in all stations of life; for the iirotec- 
tion of the family, by the single standard of purity, uniform di- 
vorce laws, proper regulation of marriage, and proper housing; 
for such regulations of the conditions of toil for women as shall 
safeguard the physical and moral habits of the community; and 
.for the fullest possible developement of every child, through proper 
education and recreation, and by the abolition of child labor. 

It stands for the abatement and prevention of poverty, by 
the protection of the individual and society from the social, eco- 
nomic and moral waste of the liquor traffic, and for the protection 
of the worker from dangerous machinery, occupational diseases and 
injuries. It stands for the right of all men to the opportunity for 
self maintenance. 

It stands for suitable provisions for the workers in old age 
and for those incapacitated by injury ; for the principle of concilia- 
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tioii and arbitration in industrial disputes, and for release from 
employment one day in seven. 

It stands for the gradual and reasonable reduction of the hours 
of labor, and for that degree of leisure for all, which is a condition 
of the highest human life; for a living wage as a minimum in 
every industry and for the highest wage that each industry can 
afford, and for the most equitable division of the product of 
industry. 

Students in theological schools should be instructed in prac- 
tical sociology, and in the ethical and religious aspect of modern 
social movements and industrial organization, while every Meth- 
odist educational institution should attempt to give its students the 
knowledge and the spirit to qualify and lead them to engage in 
social service in their communities. 

In the present social crisis the urgent need and duty of the 
church is to develop an evangelism which shall aim at the regen- 
eration of communities as well as of persons. 

We recognize the Methodist Federation for Social Service as 
an agency to rally the forces of the church in support of approved 
measures, and recommend that three Bishops be appointed ui^on 
the Council of the Federation. Geo. Elliott,

REPORT OF THE OLD PEOPLES’ HOME 

Dear Brethren : We herewith submit the seventh annual 

report of our Old Peoples’ Home. 

A year ago we reported 28 members in the home. During 
the year we have added four and six have died ; the present mem- 
bership is twenty-six. 

The necessity for a larger benevolent character in this work 
grows uix)n the members of this Board year by year. Many ap- 
plications are received from persons really needy and worthy, 
but who for various reasons are not eligible to membership un- 
der the present rules of administration. 

The endowment has been increased $3,000.00 and now amounts 
to $25,344.00. One very marked bequest has come to us from Mr. 
Chas. Tyler, of Durand, who leaves to the Home city raHway 
bonds to the amount of $3,000.00, and unimproved lands in 
California, worth $4,000. 

Notwithstanding the amount of our endowment fund and its 
encouraging growlh, the income from this is not nearly sufficient 
to support the Home. We are still absolutely dependent u{X)n the 
collections from the charges to keep us out of debt. The Confer- 
ence lays upon this Board a responsibility more personal and sa- 
cred in its nature than rests upon any other of your Boards, 
viz. : the care and comfort of these old people who have entrusted 
themselves to us, that we may be to them in place of friends 
and relatives, guiding their tottering steps onward toward the 
gates of light.

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Rules of Order 



Adapted in 1809, Modified in 1876, and Adopted at Each | 

Session Since. 1 

1. The Conference shall meet at o'clock A. M., and adjourn at 12 M., but I 

may alter the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. 1 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Confer- 
ence stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall be devoted to relig- 
ious services, and thereafter the journals of the preceding day shall be read and 
approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all Committees, not otherwise specially ordered by the 
Conference, but dny member may decline serving on more than one Committee at 
the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secretary, or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any 
motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before action or 
amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under considera- 
tion has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of 
the following should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they are placed, viz. : Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, refer- 
ence to a Committee, postponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to 
call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities or disre- 
spectful language ; but any member may call the attention of the President to the 
subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain 
when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the 
Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself t*j the 
President. 

10. No person shall speak- more than twice on the same subject, or more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any person 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

18. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the 
bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except by 
leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at ttie time the question is put 
shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuses him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, and, 
when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He shall 
take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve them 

with care; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of Con- | 

ference, except with the consent of the Conference; and shall forward the journal I 

and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided with- 
out debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference 

until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, i 

ten days in advance, if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity for 

defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, it 
shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom objections are to be 
made to the President of the Conference. ^ 

20. Two-thirds of the members present, and voting, may order the previous 
question on a pending motion. 

[A motion to table an amendment to a resolution does not carry the resolution to t 

the table.]

No questions upon the Local Preacher's course will be provided unless the 
chairman is notified at least six weeks before Conference. 



Regulations 



1. The Conference has reuuested the District Superintendents to present 
the names, as candidates for admission on trial in theConference, of sucli per- 
sons oniy as have attained the euuivalent of a twelve grade high school edu- 
cation. But time previously .spent either in supply work or in one of our 
schools in preparation for the ministry, shall be allowed in credit. 

’ 2. Each candidate for admission on trial, for admission into full 
membei-ship or for ordination as local deacons or local elders, must appear 
before the Committee on Ministerial Equipment during the first da.vs of 
the Conference session, which committee shall examine the candidate as to I 

his personal attitude to the doctrines and discipline of the Church. } 

3. The examination of candidates for admission on trial and for or- 1 

dination as local deacons and local elders will be held at the seat of the i 

Annual Conference the day before the opening session, and must be com- * 

pleted that day. If desired, the examinations for the above purposes can ( 

be taken at the midyear examinations, as indicated in the schedule. 

According to the ruling of the Bishop no person can be received on trial. 

nor elected to Deacons or Eldere orders, while conditioned in any study. ] 

4. A properly authenticated certificate showing that a candidate has 

already pursued and passed a satisfactory examination in a prescribed I 

study as a regular attendant on the class room instruction, in any of our 
regular Theological Seminaries. Universities and Colleges approved by our 
University Senate, will be received in lieu of conference examination. 

5. Similar certificates will also be accepted in all studies not biblical 
or theological from other than Methodist Schools, if of equal grade with 
those approved by our University Senate. The examiner in each particu- 
lar case must satisfy himself as to whether the work done is a fair e«iuiv- 
alent or not. 

fi. No credits, except such as may be presented from our own schools, 
shall be allowed or accepted, unless presented at least four weeks just pre- 
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ceding the date of the annual Conference: and District Superintendents shall 
be required to rigidly observe tliis rule, 

7. A certificate of graduation from one of our regular Theological 
Seminaries will be accepted in place of an examination in all the biblical 
and theological studies. Also a certificate of graduation from one of our 
regular colleges will be accepted in place of an examination in all literary 
studies of the various courses. 

8. A certificate of admission to any high school or academy of good 
standing will be accepted in place of an examination in “Elementary Eng- 
lish” A certificate of graduation from any such school will be accepted 
in place of an examination for “English Branches.” 

9. Certificates presented for credit should show the amount of time 
given to the subject, text books used, and the year in which the work was 
done. 

10. There will be two midyear examinations during the year. The 
first will be held at 9 a m. on the last Tuesday in April, and the second 
on the first Tuesday in August, at such places as may be determined by 
the Chairman of the Board. The places to be duly announced in the 
“Michigan Christian AdvtKjate” at least two weeks before the time of Ex- 
amination in each case. At such examinations candidates can write only on 
the studies as prescribed in the above schedule. 

11. All candidates are required to appear at the midyear examina- 
tions, writing upon the subjects as prescribed in the alx)ve plan, or furnish 
satisfactory e.xcuse to the Chairman. 

12. Each candidate sliall file with the Registrar on the Tuesday pre- 
ceding the opening of the Annual Conference a written statement that he 
has read all the books “To be read.” No substitutes for books to be read 
will be accepted. This rule applies also to candidates for local deacon’s 
orders. 

13. Sermons and essays may be sent to the Registrar at any time 
providing sufficient postage is enclosed to allow the Registrar to forward 
same to the proper Examiner, otherwise they may be handed in at the mid- 
year examinations. They should be handed in as early in the 5 'ear as 
possible. This rule applies also to candidates for local deacons orders. 

14. All sermons and essays should be in the hands of the Registrar at 
least one month before the Conference convenes. 

15. Sermons, essays and examination papers shall not be signed, but 
the name of the candidate shall be written on a separate sheet and at- 
tached to each of his papers. The Registrar shall forward all papers to 
the proper Examiner without the candidate’s name, but accompanied by 
the number corresponding to the number of the candidate’s name on the 
registrar’s roll. 

16. By order of the Conference each candidate is required to pay 
annually, at his first examination, a fee of one dollar. Unless the fee is 
paid no papers of the candidate can be forwarded by the Registrar to the 
several examiners. 

17. Each examiner shall prepare and send to the chairman at least 
one month before the time of the midyear examination twodilTerent lists of 
at least ten questions on each subject assigned him: one list to be used at 
the midyear examination and the other to be used at the Conference exami- 
nation. Each examiner is expected to furnish such information and sugges- 
tion concerning the books or subjects assigned him as will be most helpful 
to the students pursuing the course of study and preparing for the exam- 
inations. Students are invited to consult personally or by letter with the 
examiners concerning any difficulties connected with their work. The ex- 
aminer shall grade and mark the papers, essays and sermons on a scale of 
100, and the candidate must attain a standing of 70 in order to pass. After 
an examiner has marked and delivered a paper to the Registrar he shall have 
no authority to change the marking without the consent of the Board. 

Is. All examinations shall take place in the presence of a member of 
the Board or of a Supervisor appointed by the Chairman, who shall collect 
tlie fees, papers, sermoiis and e.ssays, and shall forward them immediatel.v 
to the Registrar. 

19. At the several examinations the subjects will be taken up in the 
order in which they appear in this schedule. After a class has written 
uxK)ii a set of questions, no absentee shall be permitted to write up on the 
same set without consent of the Board, or of the conducting e.xaminer or 
supervisor. The candidate shall be rcMiuired to finish writing on one study 
before receiving questions on another. 

20. In case any candidate fails in examination on any subject, the Board 
of Examiners shall review his case for final marking. The candidate, if so de- 
siring, may appear before the Board.
